At this month’s meeting on March 21, club 
member Stan NJ6E will provide an overview of 
the digital amateur TV (DATV) repeater operated 
by the W6CX Mt. Diablo club, including a 
presentation and live demonstration of 
equipment. Also planned a are a few short 
videos providing a sample of a typical ATV 
Thursday night net and content available on the 
four-channel repeater system. While the DATV 
repeater is located 40 miles from Sonoma Valley, 
it covers a vast area from the Bay Area to 
Sacramento and beyond, and is accessible from 
much of the local area. The presentation 
additionally will cover a budget estimate for 
getting on digital ATV in the 1.2 GHz (23 cm) 
band using a repurposed low-cost satellite 
receiver and a transmitter based on an 
inexpensive Raspberry Pi computer, along with 
other transmitter and antenna options.
